A CHIEF’S' RAKE-OFF. 


Complaint .Filed Against the Head 


of Denver’s Police. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
' DENVER, April 23.—Mrs. Emma York 
filed a complaint in the District Court 
against Chief of Police John L. Rus- 
sell, asking for his arrest and imprison-~- 
ment until he shall turn over $1300 
which itis alleged he took from her and 
now refuses to return. 

The complaint recites that Mrs, York 
was passing through Colorado on her 
way to New Brunswick, Can., when she 
was, without warrant of law, arrested 
and $1300 which was on her person forc- 
ibly taken from her against her will. 
Mrs. York was arrested by Russell on a 
telegram from San Francisco, alle 


that she had stolen $22,000 worth of dia- 
‘monds from the estate of her son. 

A messenger arrived from San Fran- 
cisco with a requisition for the return 
of Mrs. York, but the matter was 
fought on habeas corpus proceedings 
before Judge Hallett in the United 
States District Court and the prisoner 
was freed. After her discharge the 
money, it is alleged, was demanded, 
but was not forthcoming.

ARSENIC AND MERCURY. 


Cause of Death of a Young Woman 
from Sharon, Pa. \ 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 

HAMILTON;-(Ont.,) April 23.—In the 
latter part of January a young couple 
who gave the name of Mr. and Mrs, A. 
G. Logan came to this city and stayed 
at a boarding-house in Bay streé¢t. In 
a few days Mrs. Logan became ill, and 
died on February 3 of what the doctors 
pronounced heart failure. The day after 
the funeral Logan left. Suspicion was 
aroused, and inquiries were made and 
it was ascertained that Mrs. Logan was 
Ollie Reichart of Sharon, Pa. The body 
was exhumed toward the end of March, 
and the viscera were sent to Prof. Ellis, 
government analyst, and his report has 
just been received by the authorities. 
Three grains of arsenic were found in 
the stomach and some mercury in the 
liver. An endeavor will be made to 
trace Logan. 


The Bimetallic Conference, 


BRUSSELS, April 23.—The advocates 
of bimetallism of various nations in con- 
ference here have passed a resolution 
favoring the discussion in the French 
and German Parliaments of similar 
resolutions to those which have been 
introduced in the Belgian and English 
Parliaments. The conference closed by 
adopting the proposal of M. Beernaert, 
the Belgian, Secretary of State, that 
the congress should be declared perma- 
nent until the question of bimetallism 
should be solved.

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) April 23.— 
(Special Dispatch:) The hottest fight 
which has ever taken place in 
the Senate Commerce Committee re- 
sulted in giving Santa Monica $2,800,- 
000. and San Pedro $392,000, both 
under the, continuing contract system. 
Senators Frye, Jomes,Quay, McMillan. 
Squire, McBride, Gorman, Elkins and 


| Murphy for Santa Monica and Senators 
White 


, Pasco, Caffery, Nelson, Vest and 
Berry against it. Maine, New York and 
Maryland decided that the California 
Senators and Répresentatives knew 
nothing of the needs of their State. 

Senator White is preparing.a minority 
report, and Senator Frye threatens to 
refuse to report the dill. Senator Berry 
says he will vote against it: Of those 
for Santa Monica only three were pres- 
ent alt the hearing. Of those who heard 
the argument a large majority were for 
San Pedro alone. i 

It will be charged on the floor of the 
Senate that Huntington domineered the 
majority of the committee. The commit- 
tee meéts again tomorrow morning, but 
there is no probability of a change. A 
sensational fight is expected when the 
bill is reported. Senator White was 
absolutely certain on Saturday night 
that there would be no serious opposi- 
tion except by Senator Frye. 

. ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

WASHINGTON, Apil 23.—The Sen- 
ate Committee has agreed to place both 
San Pedro and Santa Monica improve- 
ments under the contract system in the 
River and Harbor Bill. 

The total appropriation 
Monica will amount to about $3,000,000, 
with a corresponding appropriation. 
San Pedro gets -a tutal 
propriation of $392,000, with an appre- 
priation’ of $50,000 for next year. The 
San Pedro appropriation is to be. ex‘ 
pended entirely on the inner harbor. 
This result was reached only after a 
spirited controversy, in which no little 
feeling was displayed on both sides, 
Senator Frye leading the fight for Santa 
Monica, and Senator White opposing 
him in the interest of San Pedro, 

The first vote was taken on the. 
Santa Monica proposition, and resulted 
in 9 to6 in favor of the proposition, as 
follows: For Santa Monica—Senators 
Frye, Jones (Nev.,) Quay, McMillan, 
Squire,- Elkins, McBride, Gorman, 
Murphy; against, Senators White, 
Berry, Caffery, Nelson, Pasco, Vest. 

Senator White gave notice to the 
committee that when the bill reached 
the Senate he would move to strike out 
Santa Monica and insert San Pedro, to 
which Senator Frye’ replied that if 
there was going to be a row over the 
bill he would not take charge of it 
in the Senate. Senator White retorted 
that he did not propose to allow the 
result of the committee’s action to go 
unchallenged unless convinced that it 
was a general wish of the people of 
California that the verdict of the com- 
mittee should stand. 

The addition in favor of San Pedro 
was made upon the motion of Senator 
White. 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


REGULAR SESSION. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, April 23. — SEN- 
ATE.—Several minor bills were passed 
at the opening of the Senate today. 
Prior to taking up the Indian Appro- 
priation Bill, Senator Call asked for an 
agreement by which the Senate would 
take up his resolution directing the 
President to dispatch a naval force to 
Cuba for the protection of American in- 
terests, but, on appeals not to inter- 
rupt the Indian bill, he withdrew, stat- 
ing that he would call up his resolu- 
tion later. 

The Indian bill was then taken up, 
the question being on Senator Platt’s 
amendment extending the services of 
the Dawes commission. The commission 
is given directions toward terminating 
the tribal relations of the Indians and 
dividing their lands in severalty, 

The debate was protracted. In the 
course of it Senator Vest of Missouri 
spoke of the condition in Indian Terri- 
tory as constituting a national pest- 
house and a nuisance, a harbor of ref- 
uge for criminals, depreciating prop- 
erty in adjoining States one-third. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas spoke ve- 
hemently against the rule of crime and 
outrage in the Indian country, and ap- 
pealed to the Senate to put an end to it 


| by this reformatory amendment. 


Senator Bate of Tennessee, on the 
other hand, spoke of the “bummers, 
land-grabbers and thieves seeking to 
rob. the Indians, and who would be 
given further powers by this amend- 
ment,” 

Senator Platt declared that, nowhere 
in Russia, Armenia or Cuba, more bru- 


this Indian country. Five hundred 
white men, masquerading as Indians, 
had seized the property and govern- 
ment of the Indians, making the ex- 
periment of Indian relief government a 
failure. The money appropriations for 
these Indians was used in hiring lob- 
byists to send here and prevent legis- 
lation. He declared that he had never, 
during his Senatorial service, known 
of the use of so much money in lobby- 
ing to defeat legislation. It was time 
Congress put an end to this foul blot 
and disgrace on our national honor. 

After further debate, the presiding 
officer ruled the entire amendment out. 

The Indian - Appropriation Bill, as 
thus amended, was then passed

At 6 o’clock the Senate. went into exec- 
utive session, and soon after adjourned. 

‘HOUSE.—The House today, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Talbert of South Carolina, 
unanimously adopted a resolution call- 
ing on the Secretary of State for all 
information relative to the arrest and 
imprisonment in Cuba of Rev. Diaz. 
Consideration of the Pickler General 
Pension Bill was resumed, and Mr. Mc- 
Clellan of New York spoke in opposi- 
tion to the measure as intended as a 
Republican sop to the Senators, and a 
reflection on the administration of the 
pension laws by the present executive 
officers. 

The best the majority could do for 
the old soldiers, he said, was to bring 
in this bill, which proposed to put upon 
the pension rolls the names of bounty- 
jumpers and men who had deserted 
from the ranks of the Confederacy. 

Mr. Mahany of New York supported 
the bill, and remarked upon the strange 
sight of a son of Gen. George B. Mc- 
Clellan standing on the floor of the 
House, opposing justice to the men 
whom his father had led to battle. 

Mr. Mahany then turngd his atten- 
tion to the good taste of Confederates 
opposing pension legislation. He said 
that six years ago he had witnessed the 
reception given in the Senate to Mr. 
Reagan of Texas and Postmaster-Gen- 
eral of the Southern Confederacy, as he 
today witnessed other Confederates in 
the House like the gentleman from 
South Carolina blocking pension legis- 
lation, while the men who saved the 
Union were starving in the almshouses. 

“I challenge the gentleman,” shouted 
Mr. Talbert, jumping to his feet, “‘to 
show where I opposed a single Dill 
which my judgment did not tell me was 
unmeritorious.”’ 

“I would be loth to accept the gentle- 
man’s judgment,” replied Mr. Ma- 
hany, “on that or any other subject.” 

“And I would not accept your judg- 
ment,” retorted Mr. Talbert hotly. “I 
desired to say,” he. continued angrily, 
“that I am responsible here and else- 
where for what I say and do.” 

“TI thought the gentleman was very 
—e at all times,” retorted Mr. 
anany. 

Mr. Hager of Iowa made a speech in 
support of the bill and Mr. Mahon of 
‘Pennsylvania, in the course of his re- 
marks, severely scored the administra- 
tion, ascribing its alleged hostility to 
the soldiers to the loss to the Democ- 
racy of 60,000 votes in Pennsylvania. 

“We will,” said he, ‘“‘never see an- 
other Hoke Smith in the Pension office.” 
(Republican applause.) 

At 5 o’clock the House adjourned. 

VOTED TO ADMIT OKLAHOMA. 

WASHINGTON, April 23. — The 
House Committee on Territories today 
decided by a vote of 6 to 2 to report 
favorably the bill to admit Oklahoma 
to Statehood. Yeas — Republicans, 
Messrs. Scranton, Perkins, Avery. Har- 
‘ris, Hadley; Democrats, Messrs. 
Cooper of Texas. Nays—Knox and 
Taft, Republicans. 

SUPPLIES FOR THE INDIANS. 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—One mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of supplies of all 
sorts for the Indians under govern- 
ment control will be bought by the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs next 
Tuesday. The articles to be purchased 
include vast quantities of drugs, medi- 
cines, meats, corn, flour and hominy, 
and oats in large quantities will be 
needed. The hardware schedule in- 
cludes carpenters’ tools, bells, belting, 
bits, bolts, files and all other articles 
usually classed as hardware, large 
quantities. For instance, 1500 dozen files 
are required, and more than 100,000 
pounds of raw iron, and nearly 300,000 
pounds of nails. The miscellaneous 
schedule includes wooden ware, sad- 
dles, harness, leather, agricultural im- 
pléements,. wagons, stoves, tinware, etc. 
On this schedule appears 8000 boxes of 
shoeblacking. The need of this article 
in such quantities for the redskins 
shows the effect of civilization. 

More than 8000 farm wagons are in- 
cluded in the list. The Indian Commis- 
sioner will also, on next Tuesday, re- 
ceive bids in Chicago from railroad 
companies for transporting the sup- 
plies purchased from New York, Chi- 
cago, Kansas City, Omaha, Sioux City, 
St. Louis and St. Paw to the 143 Indian 
agencies in the various States and Ter- 
ritories. It is expected that the amount 
of freight to be transported will in- 
clude 2500 tons of dry goods, clothing 
and groceries, and 3000 tons of bacon, 
sugar and hardware. — 
HURRYING TOWARD ADJOURN- 

MENT. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—Republi- 
can Senators held a brief caucus today. 
Senator Chandler suggested an ad- 
journment ought to be possible by May 
18, and was supported in this opinion 
by the almost tnanimous vote of the 
caucus. It was the general opinion 
that the appropriation bills be kept to 
the front until disposed of, and no 
more adjournments over Saturday are 
contemplated. 

Senator Sherman was authorized, as 
chairman of the caucus, to appoint a 
steering committee of nine to take 
charge of the details as to the order of 
business in case it was found possible 
to consider other than appropriation 
bills. 

Mention was made of several general 
bills, which it was considered important 
should receive attention before ad- 
journment, among them being the Pa- 
cific Railroads, the Bankruptcy, the 
Immigration and the Filled Cheese 
bills. But it was the general’ opinion 
that no attempt should be made to get 
up any of these at the expense of an 
appropriation bill, and that they should 
be postponed until the appropriation 
bills are out of the way. 

The order of their consideration will 
be left wholly to the Steering Commit- 
tee. Considerable interest was mani- 
fested in the caucus as to the attitude 
of the Democrats on the subject of ad- 
journment, but no one was able to give 
definite information on this point. It 
was stated, however, that so far as in- 
dividual Democrats had presented a 
petition to the Republicans, they had 
expressed a wish for an early ad- 
journment. Senator Sherman appointed 
Messrs. Allison, Aldrich, Hale, Davis, 
Quay, McMillan, Dubois, Perkins and 
Pritchard as the Steering Committee. 

THE STATEHOOD BILL. 

WASHINGTON, . April 23.—There is 
a strong possibility that the delegates 
from the Territories who have State- 
hood bills in their charge will not at- 
tempt to secure Congressional action 
until the next session.

HARRISBURG (Pa.,) April 23.—Rep- 
resentatives of the Republicans of 
Pennsylvania assembled here in con- 


-vention today and formally launched 


the boom of United States Senator M. 
S. Quay for the Presidential nomina- 
tion.. This feat was accomplished amid 
scenes of much turbulence. Men ordi- 
narily sedate lost their tempers, and 
said harsh things to each other, and at 
least one distinguished gentleman made 
demonstrations of violence. The vio- 
lent scenes were the result of the ef- 
forts of the anti-Quay delegates to. se- 
cure the adoption of a resolution nam- 
ing McKinley as the second choice. 
After an exciting debate, the proposi- 
tion was defeated by a vote of 178 to 65. 

The convention nominated the slated 
candidates for Congressmen-at-large 
and selected the delegates and electors- 
at-large named by last night’s caucus. 
The platform drawn up by Senator 
Quay’s friends was adopted without 
material change. In fact, it was a 
Quay convention all through, although 
those opposed to him made things lively 
on the floor of the convention and in 
the committee-room. 


The following is the platform adopted 
by the Republican State convention: 

“For fidelity to the principles of Re- 
publicanism Pennsylvania holds the 
first rank among all the States. Year 
after year it has returned great ma- 
jorities for the candidates of that party 
with no selfish demands for recogni- 
tion of any of its own citizens as a 
national candidate. The time has come 
when the State which has so long and 
faithfully led the Republican column 
may justly and properly submit its own 
preference for the Republican nomina- 
tion for the Presidency. In the presen- 
tation of Hon. Matthew Stanley Quay 
the Republicans not alone of Penh- 
sylvania but of the entire Union will 
recognize one of their foremost lead- 


able in action, at once the type of the 
American citizen, scholar, soldier and 
statesman.”’ 

A demand is made for the restoration 
of the policy of protection and the re- 
ciprocity policy of James G. Blaine, 
“adopted by the wise and beneficent 
administration of President Harrison.”’ 
Discriminating dtties in favor of 
American shipping is favored. 

On the financial question the plat- 
form says: “‘The Republican party has 
always maintained the national] honor 
and credit. It forced the resumption of 
specie payments. It kept faith as to 
every debt created for the preservation 
of the Union and has paid the greater 
part of it in accordance with the spirit 
and the letter of the laws under which 
it had been contracted. It largely re- 
duced the interest charges upon the 
balance of the debt by refunding it at 
lower rates. It substituted for the fluc- 
tuating and inadequately-secured notes 
of the State banks a uniform national 
currency of stable value and of equal 
purchasing power. Faithful to its rec- 
ord, believing that the people are en- 
titled to the use of the best money and 
anxious to restore and preserve the in- 
dustrial and commercial prosperity of 
the Union, the Republican party favors 
international bimetallism; and until 
that can be established upon govern- 
ment account, demands the mainten- 
ance of existing gold standard of 


value, 

The platform proceeds; “There 
should be no statute of limitation 
against a grateful recognition by the 
nation of the services and Sacrifices of 
the soldiers and sailors who preserved 
the Union. We denounce the present 
administration of the Pension Bureau 
for its betrayal of the interests of thase 
heroes, and its attempt to nullify exist- 
ing laws. We believe in the enact- 
ment of such restrictive legislation as 
will admit to our shores only those irn- 
migrants who have the capacity and 
desire to become good American citi- 
zens.” 

The rest of the platform deals with 
State matters. Gov. Hastings’s ad- 
ministration is indorsed. 

The meeting of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee was not altogether harmonious. 
When the plank indorsing Quay for 
the Presidential nomination was read, 
G. L. Magee, the Pittsburgh leader, de- 
clared that he was for McKinley. On 
the roll-call of fifty votes, four were 
against Quay; they were Magee, Hall 
and Golden of Allegheny, and Brown- 
lee of Lycoming. 

There was much debate on the prop- 
esition that candidates for United 
States Senator to succeed Cameron be 
permitted to submit their names to the 
voters at the primaries in the various 
legislative districts. This resolution was 
defeated. A resolution irstructing the 
delegates to support McKinley in the 
event of the retirement of Quay was de- 
feated, there Leing orly two or three 
ayes. . 

When Gen. Bingham had finished 
reading the platform, Delegats Schaffer 
of Delaware county, Oiferel as an 
amendment a _ resolution suggesting 
that candidates for the United States 
Senate be given the right to register 
their names in a legislative district, 
and be voed for at the primaries. The 
amendment was defeated—yeas, 80; 
nays, 172. 

A disturbance rose when Congress- 
man Robinson cfféred as an amendment 
a resolution instructing the delegates- 
at-large for McKinley for second choice, 

“No, no,” and “Quay, Quay” came 
from all over the hall. A motion to lay 
this on the table was made, and the 
chair decided the question not debat- 
able. Robinson insisted on speaking on 
a point of order, and the chair ordered 
the roll-call to proceed, the ayes and 
nays having been called for. The re- 
sult was a pandemonium of noise, dur- 
ing which Robinson stood in the aisle, 
shaking his fist at the chairman and 
shouting that he ‘demanded his rights.” 
Order was finally obtained, and the 
chair withdrew his ruling, and Robin- 
son took the ‘platform and made his 
speech in support of his resolution, He

He brought the dele- 
gates to their feet, and with the most 
genuine enthusiasm of the day when he 
declared he was opposed to any action 
that would belittle and make ridiculous 
the grand compliment the convention 
has paid to piven £ Penrose accused 
Robinson of working a small political 
scheme for his own political aggran- 
dizement. 

Robinson attempted to interrupt Pen- 
rose, but the crowd hooted him down. 
When Senator Penrose had concluded, 
Robinson asked for an extra teller, 
saying there had been cases of imper- 
sonation on previous roll-calls. This 
precipitated a scene of violent disor- 
der, Robinson being hooted and hissed 
for some minutes. C. L. Magee said 
Robinson’s demand was a reasonable 
one, and this gentleman was hissed 
and hooted as heartily as Robinson had 
been. Chairman Mylin quickly named 
Robinson as a teller, but the latter de- 
clined, saying he was an “interested 
party.” Senator Penrose said: “Are 
we to infer that all interested persons 
are dishonest?”

When the Ministers filed out of the 
House there was loud applause from 
the Right and Center, to which’ the 
Left replied with loud cries of “Turn 
out the Senate?’ ‘‘Down with the Sen- 
ate!” A scene of prolonged tumult fol- 
lowed. 

The resignations were announced by 
the Premier- immediately upon the re- 
convening of the Chamber of Deputies 
today. M. Bourgeois read a statement 
contesting the right of the Senate to 
overthrow the Ministry, or be the sole 
interpreter of the Constitution, but,- he 
added, in view of the impossibility of 
securing proper military relief for 
Madagascar, the Cabinet was com- 
pelied to resign. M. Bourgeois and col- 
eagues then withdrew. 

According to the newspapers, Presi- 
dent Faure declined to countersign a 
bill providing for the revision of the 


Constitution which Premier Bourgeois 


wished to submit to the. Chamber of 
Deputies. It is added that the members 
of the Radical Left have decided to in- 
troduce a motion denying to the Senate 


the right to be the sole interpreter of 


the Constitution, and demanding that a 
meeting of the National Assembly be 
— ‘to decide the questions in dis- 
pute. 

When M. Rickard, in the name of the 
Progressists, presented a motion affirm- 
ing the predominance of the Chamber 
of Deputies and that the chamber rep- 
resents universal suffrage and a policy 
of Democratic reforms, M. Goblet de- 
clared that the Senate’s conduct was 
unconstitutional, and moved that the 
chamber side with the ministry, which

of Arbitration, —

WASHINGTON, April 23.—The con- 
ference-for international arbitration, 
which has been a very harmonious one, 
closed. tonight with a mass-meeting in 
Allen’s Operahouse, in the course of 
which President Eliot of Harvard, se- 
verely arraigned the foreign policy of 
President Cleveland and his fellow- 
townsman, Secretary Olney. The per- 
sonaliti¢és which President Eliot ut- 
tered in cool, measured terms were so 
pointed that they created a decided sen- 
sation. He began by referring to the 
criticism of a Harvard graduate upon 
the assembly as fnopportune. The 
country had been surprised and _ dis- 


couraged at the immense war spirit it 


had encountered, he said, and contin- 
‘ued: 

_ “Only four months ago we saw by 
the message of President Cleveland 
that compulsory arbitration was to be 
entered into by two other nations. We 
learned that months before the Secre- 
tary of State had issued from this capi- 
tal papers of most remarkable tenor, 
which, between individuals, would have 
seemed at least exasperating. These 
papers thousands of American citizens 
zens by surprise; surprise unintended, 
perhaps, but inevitable. Then when 
grave propositions were laid before-the 
legislative branch of the government 
that we thought might be depended 
on to consider them deliberately, we were 
‘painfully surprised to see that such de- 
liberation could no longer be depended 
upon,” 

‘He spoke of the increased inflamma- 
bility of multitudinous populations be- 
cause of the press, and went On: 
“We have seen the phenomenon of 
men employed as Cabinet officers who 
have absolutely no experience in public 
affairs. This has introduced into pub- 
lic affairs a new danger, the danger of 
inexperience; bringing men from the 
tumultuous, contentious profession of 
the law into the Cabinet offices.

They Are not Impressed Favorably 
with the Idea—Some Objections 
Thereto — President Weinstock 
and Associates.

A leading fruit merchant, who voiced 
the sentiment of the others, said:

that buyers would be compelled to 


leave before the sales were ended, or 
simultaneous.

sales of Mediterranean and other fruits, 
unless merchants should employ addi- 
tional buyers, which could be done only 
at large expense, as thoroughly compe- 
tent buyers are not plentiful. 

“Last year some receivers of Califor- 
nia fruit sold their invoices on the 
West Shore Railroad pier and others on 
the Erie Railroad pier.

THE HARBOR CONTEST. 


In the Senate Committee on Com- 
merce yesterday a vote was taken on 
the question of giving Mr. Huntington 
an appropriation of nearly $3,000,000 
for the building of a breakwater to 


shelter his. private wharf at Santa 


Monica. On that proposition nine 
members of the committee voted in the 
affirmative and six in the negative. 
The affirmative votes were cast by the 
following Senators: Frye of Maine, 
(chairman;) Jones of Nevada,, Quay of 
Pennsylvania, McMillan of Michigan, 


Squire of Washington, McBride of Ore-. 


gon, Gorman of Maryland, Murphy of 
New York, and Elkins of West Vir- 
ginia. The negative votes were cast 
by Senators White of California, Pasco 
of Florida, Caffery of Louisiana, Nel- 
son of Minnesota, Vest of Missouri, 
and Berry of Arkansas. 


So far as the Senate Committee on | 


Commerce could determine.the matter, 
the proposition to donate nearly $3,000,- 
000 to Collis P. Huntington, carried. 
But the cause of the people against 
Huntington is not yet lost by any 
means, The controversy is practically 
between the people of California on the 
one side and Collis P. Huntington, 
aided by the influence which he is able 
to purchase, on the other. Huntington 
has played his trump card, and for the 


moment has apparently the best of the 


fight. But the matter has yet to go 
before both the houses of Congress, 
and the real battle will be there. 


It is shamefully evident that Hunt- 
ington’s malign influence dominates

Not one of California’s representa- 
tives in either house of Congress has 


asked for this gift of $3,000,000 to Collis 


P. Huntington. The Representatives 
of this State are entitled to some con- 
sideration at the hands of their con- 
freres. The proposed donation to Hunt- 
ington is an insult to the entire Cali- 
fornia delegation in Congress, and to 
the people of the whole State. It isa 
wrong as well.as an insult; for the gift 
to Huntington will serve to build up 
and strengthen a merciless monopoly, 
from which the people of California 
have already suffered grievously. 

The Senate committee, as if feeling 
some compunction for its munificent 
offer of the people’s money to Hunting- 


to appropriate $392,000 for the comple- 
tion of the inner harbor at San Pedro. 
Both appropriations were placed upon 
the continuing contract plan, $100,000 
to be at once available for Huntington’s 
breakwater and $50,000 for San Pedro. 
The main battle is yet to be fought. 
The arena is now the floor of Congress, 
not the narrow limits of two committee 
rooms. Will the representatives of a 
great government—the spokesmen for 
a whole nation—uphold an indefensible 
scheme to take this money from the 
public treasury ?—money asked for un- 
der the guise of making an improve- 
ment for the benefit of the people, when 
in fact it is notoriously for the benefit, 
in the main, of a private corporation, 
and one already obnoxious to the people 
of California by reason of its lawless 
and rapacious methods. We shall see; 
but let no friend of the people’s harbor 


until the fatal die is finally cast. That 


j time has not yet arrived. 


COLLIS’S ”INFLOOENCE.” 


Huntington’s hired creatures need 
lay no flattering unction to their souls 
because of the manifest determination 
of the House Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors and the Senate Committee on 
Commerce to thrust upon this section 
an appropriation for which no Califor- 
nia Senator or Representative has 
asked, and against which several of 
the California delegation have pro- 
tested. The local and mercenary tools 
of the Southern Pacific monopoly have 
had about as much to do with the ac- 
tion of the Senate and House commit- 
tees as a fly on an elephant’s posterior 
has to do with the motions of the ani- 
‘mal. Collis P. Huntington is alone 
responsible for the attitude of these 
committees. The methods by which he 
has secured control of them are. best 
known to himself and those who are 
his subservient instruments. The se- 
cret of this multi-millionaire’s influence 
with Congressional committees is not 
difficult to guess. 

The case of the People vs. Hunting- 
ton, in this harbor matter, it should be 
remembered, has not yet been heard 
before either house of Congress. The 
only hearings have been before the 
biased committees above alluded to. It 
is scarcely conceivable that Huntington 
should be able to cause both Senate and 
House to do his bidding. California’s 
representatives in both houses should 
and will demand a hearing. And they 
should insist upon some explanation of 
the obvious fact that Collis P. Hunt- 
ington has more influence with these 
committees than have the California 
delegation in Congress, the people of 
California, and the Board of Govern- 
ment Engineers combined.’ 


The Times-Index believes that the 
proper course to pursue-is for the Re- 
publicans of California in Congressional 
and State conventions to express their 
choice for Presidential candidates in 
unmistakable terms, elect delegates in 
full sympathy with their preferences, 
but leave them otherwise free to act. 
We believe that such a course will best 
subserve the interests of the party and 
the State, so far as they can be affected 
by political action.—(San Bernardino 
Times-Index:

‘Mr. Clarkson on the Situation—The

- (Chicago Post:) In the “very heat 
and whirlwind” of his honeymoon ex- 
President Harrison preserves a cool 
front to Presidential suggestions that 
speaks the level-headed man he is. 
When William Harrison Taylor, of the 
Home Journal, telegraphed his hearty 
congratulations on the day of Mr. Har- 
rison’s marriage, he sweetened them 
with the wish “May ‘at home’. mean 
White House in November.” The ex- 
President thanked Mr;.Taylor for his 
good wishes, but begged “‘to enter a dis- 
sent from the political suggestion.” 
We congratulate the ex-President on 
his good sense, and we can conceive 
that about next July there will be sev- 
eral disappointed Republican statesmen 
who will regret that they had not been 
able to quiet their overleaping ambition 
about this time with the sweet obliv- 
ion’s antidote of a new and happy 
marriage. 


Virginia for Protection. | 

(Washington special to the New York 
Tribune:) ‘Maj. McKinley will come 
pretty near making a clean sweep in 
Virginia, and will certainly get the dele- 
gates from all the Congress districts 
except two,” says Anibrose H. Lindsay, 
ex-postmaster of Portsmouth, who is in 
this city for a few days. “The people 
are for him, and the Republican leaders 
are with him almost solidly. Col. Lamb 
has made a hard fight against the send- 
ing of instructed delegates to the St. 
Louis convention, but he has been 
beaten at every point. The men who 
control the destinies of the party in Vir- 
ginia, like Bowden, Waddill and Gen. 
Allen, have proved ‘too strong for Col. 
Lamb, and he is occupying a very. lone- 
some position. If we can have a fair 
count and McKinley is the nominee, I 
believe he will carry our State. There 
is intense dissatisfaction among Demo- 
crats. Many of them admit that under 
the operation of the McKinley tariff law 
the country enjoyed prosperity, and 
they are willing to see the protéctive 
policy once more established. In the re- 
gton about Norfolk we have had a se- 
vere lesson. The great trucking inter- 
est of that portion of the State, that 
once brought so much money to the 
vegetable-growers, is about dead. The 
farmers can’t get enough for their. prod- 
uce now to pay expenses. Such strin- 
gency was unknown under a Republican 
regime, and that is why the Old Domin- 
ion on an honest count will turn down 
the Democratic party in November.” 


Mr. Clarkson on the Situation. 
(New York Tribune:) James S&S. 


Clarkson arrived in New York last 
evening, and had considerable to say on 
the Presidential question. | 
“No one will be nominated on the first 
ballot,”’ predicted the Iowa prophet con- 
fidently. ‘“There will be 110 contested 
seats in the St. Louis convention, and it 
is more than probable that the nomina- 
tion may hinge'on these contests. Who 
will be nominated is still uncertain.” 


Mr. Clarkson said that to his mind 


the most important recent development 
was to be found in the ettitude of the 
German newspapers in Wisconsin, IIli- 
nois and Missouri, which, he declared,

great-issue this year,” quoth Mr. Clark- 
son, “‘will be sound money. The Ger- 
mans of the West want the best money 
they can get. This is getting to be 
more and more important every day of 
the canvass. As the chances of the 
Democrats declaring for free silver in- 
crease, the importance of the Repub- 
licans declaring for sound money also 
increases,” 

Mr. Clarkson repeated this sentiment 
several times, and then said that any 
Republican candidate was a good 
enough protectionist for this campaign. 
The Iowa politician seemed likely to 
persuade himself.that protection would 
not cut. much of a figure in the coming 
campaign. He gave out a list of about 
six delegates in different parts of the 
country who, he said, had been claimed 
for McKinley, but were in reality 
against him.

The affairs of the Pittroff family 
‘have been freely ventilated in the news- 
papers during the last six months, Pitt- 
roff, who is a sign painter residing at 
the Sumerset House on Fifth street, 
alleges that his wife has been intimate 
with Payton, who is employed in the 
Arcade planing mill, and that she ad- 
mitted this to her daughter. Last No- 
vember he had her arrested on a charge 
of adultery with Payton, but the case 
fell through. He claims that Payton 
has made numerous threats to kill him 
on sight. 

On the other hand,-Mrs. Pittroff de- 
nies all of her  husband’s_ al- 
legations, and says he has threat- 
ened to shoot her and her 
daughter and on another occasion to 
throw vitriol in her face.. She began 
divorce proceedings against him two 
months ago, but has not pushed the 
case, and Pittroff says he is only too 
anxious to have her secure it. 

No complaint has been lodged against 
Pittroff, as he was received for medical 
treatment.

SEWER SYSTEM. 


Proposed Abandonment of Cesspools 
in the Crown of the Valley. 


The people of the west side of town 
are beginning, to feel seriously the 
necessity of better sanitary facilities, 
and to that end a petition is being cir- 
culated for the establishment of a 
sewer district that shall include all 
that portiorf of the city between Colo- 
rado street and Columbia, taking in 
Grand avenue, Orahge Grove and cross 
streets as far as practicable. The most 
beautiful residence portion of Pasa- 
dena is devoid of sewers, and as that 
section is rapidly being filled up with 
handsome residences, the  cess-pools 
are found to be more expensive, prop- 
erly built and cared for, than a thor- 
oughly scientific system of sanitary 
sewers. This improvement is the most 
important projected in Pasadena for a 
long time, and when completed will be 
of great benefit to the city. The pres- 
ent plan of placing sewers is by the 
special assessment system, the former 
plan of laying sewers by bonding the 
city and taxing all the citizens for the 
benefit of the district where the sewer 
was laid having been found to be in- 
equitable and the subject of much dis- 
satisfaction. The projected ordinance 
to compel those living along the line 
where sewers are already laid to con- 
nect with the same, failed to material- 
ize, but the ordinance charging front- 
age raite to those connecting with sew- 
ers laid at public expense has been in 
force several months, and will —— 
in future, 


REDLANDS. 


Prospects that the City Will not 
Have Prohibition. 

REDLANDS, April 23.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.).. The Prohibitionists are 
out of luck. Although they carried the 
recent city election, it looks now as 
though the license ordinance would not 
be repealed. 

Two years ago the Prohibitionists 
carried the city, and it was thought the 
saloon-license ordinance would be re- 
pealed, but one of the Trustees changed 
his mind, and the license ordinance con- 
tinued in force. Now they have again 
carried the city, and last night 
(Wednesday,) at the first regular meet- 
ing of the new board, the appointment 
of the new appointive officers came up. 

A motion was passed declaring all 
appointive offices vacant except that of 
City Attorney. City Attorney Bennett 
to the Prohibitionists is like a red rag 
to a bull. Trustee Clark voted with 
the license men for the motion, and Mr. 
Bennett was thus retained, notwith- 
standing the fact that anti-saloon peo- 
ple consider him the most potent op- 
ponent they have had in the past. : 

The Prohibitionists were further in- 
censed at the appointment of E. M. 
Marshall as night watchman, believing 
that he is not in sympathy with a pro- 
hibition ordinance. 

Later, Mr. Clark moved to instruct 
the City Attorney to draft a prohibition 
ordinance. Messrs. Crisman and Fow- 
ler declined to vote, but the instruc- 
tions were passed by the license Trus- 
tees voting with Mr. Clark. 

Many of the leading Prohibitionists 
declare that they are opposed to at- 
tempting to enforce prohibition so long 
as the attorney and the night watch- 
man are not in sympathy with the or- 
dinance, and the refusal of Messrs. 
Crisman and Fowler to vote for the 
drafting of an ordinance would indicate 
that proffibition, if it comes at all, will 
come through the votes of the license 
Trustees.

GOLD EXPORTS. The shipments of 
gold from the United States to Europe 
have been the subject of some consid- 
eration at the hands of eastern journals, 
but they all agree that there is nothing 
in them to cause alarm. They are ac- 
cepted, however, us an indication that 
more gold may follow before long. Brad- 
street’s, writing on the subject, says: 
“The foreign exchange market has been 
gradually drifting into a condition 
which would render such shipments of 
gold possible, and, indeed, necessary. 
While transactions in exchange have 
Been on a very restricied scale, the fea- 
ture has been the absence of any large 
supply of commercial against exports, 
and London just now is not buying 
securities in this market.’’ 

Speaking of the report that the late 
shipments of gold were for Russian ac- 
count, Bradstreet’s says: ‘‘As to the 
current report that the shipments this 
week were made possible by the pay- 
ment of a small premium at the in- 
stance of the Russian treasury, there 
is nothing whatever on which to base 
an opinion, It can be said that in such 
cases the treasuries of European coun- 
tries and the bankers through whom 
they act, make no revelations of these 
transactions or purposes. There is, how- 
ever, a general belief that Russia is 
beginning to attract gold for the pur- 
pose of instituting a currency reform, 
and that its hand will be seen to a con- 
siderable extent in the tendencies of 
the world’s money markets for some 
time to come. If this should prove to 
be the fact, a serious drain upon our 
gold resources is not improbable.” 


CORN IN KANSAS. The State Board 
of Agriculture of Kansas states that 
the average annual yield of corn pen 
acre in that State for the last thirty- 
four years is twenty-seven ‘ bushels, 
The yield has ranged from 9 to 48.8 
bushels per acre, with an annual aver- 
age value of $31,000,000.. The present 
cost per acre of producing corn in that 
State, including $2.35 per acre for rent 


given at $6.40, or for a crop of forty 
bushels per acre, 16 cents per bushel. 
If the crop were but twenty-seven bush- 
els per acre—the average for the period 
given—the cost per bushel would be 
considerably more, probably over 20 
cents a bushel. 


CHICAGO’S LAKE BUSINESS. Re- 
ports published state that at Chicago 
the lake shipyards will, in 1896, turn 
out over $9,000,000 worth of new tonnage 
of all sorts. "These craft vary in size 
from a seventy-five-foot tug to a 438- 
foot freighter. The greatest number will 
be of the largest sort. Of the whole 
fleet now being constructed there are 
about twenty steel freighters, whose 
cost is about $200,000 each. There is also 
one side-wheel passenger steamer, to 
cost $375,000, one car ferry, to cost $300, - 


WHEAT SUPPLY. In northwestern 
houses, says the Minneapolis Market 
Review, the wheat supply approxi- 
mates 17,500,000 bushels. Minneapolis 
and Duluth received a little more than 
8,000,000 bushels during March, and as 
the total supply in interior houses was 
reduced a little more than 3,000,000 bush- 
els, it follows that farmers marketed at 
such houses during the month approxi- 
mately 5,000,000 bushels. Farmers also 
marketed to country mills and supplied 
considerable for outside shipment, go- 
ing out of the States south of Minne- 
apolis and not reckoned. Allowing that 
amount to be 1,000,000 bushels, which 
cannot be far from the fact, it shows a 
total farm supply marketed d during the 
month of 6,000,000. 


PRODUCTION OF COAL. The re- 
port of the British Board of Trade, 


lately issued, shows that the production 


of coal in the United Kingdom in 1894 
was 188,277,000 tons. The United States 
came second with 152,448,000 tons, and 
Germany third with 76,741,000 tons. The 
production in all other countries of the 
world was comparatively small. 


PRICES OF SUGAR. Referring to 
the late advances in the price of sugar, 


says: 

“Usually this commodity does not be- 
gin to advance until about June. This 
year several times the price has been 
marked up already, and thore in the 
best position to judge say the top notch 
has not been reached. This is a matter 
affecting many branches of business. 
Fruit canners and makers of jams and 
jellies will have to advance the prices 
of their products because of the in- 
creased cost of their sugar. The con- 
sumption of sugar has increased in a 
marvelous manner in the last twenty 
years. In 1874-75 Germany produced 
251,708 tons of raw sugar, Austria 106,- 
312 and in France 450,711. In 1894-95 the 
production of raw sugar had increased 
in Germany to 1,831,600 tons, in Austria 

to 1,044,500 and in France to "745, 100 tons. 
This is all beet sugar. From ‘the con- 
sular report on the Cuban crop, the fol- 
lowing facts are gleaned: Exports for 
the season tO January 31, 1895, 
amounted to 37,585 tons, and to the same 
date in 1896 to 50,595 tons. Stocks on 
hand in Cuba same date were 116,900 
tons last year, and 65,681 this year. Re- 
ceipts for the two years were 145,337 in 
1895, and 23,809 tons in 1896. The exports 
were mostly, therefore, out of the previ- 
ous year’s crop, and of 434,683 bags ex- 
ported, 420,290 came to the United 
States, the small remainder going to 
Spain. From sources it is learned that 
to offset the falling-off in Cuban sup- 
plies of sugar all beet-sugar-producing 
countries will endeavor to increase their 
output. An increase of 12 per cent. in

THE HUSE CASE WITH EXPERT 
TESTIMONY. 


A Slight Change in the Complexion 
of the Case—Bright as the Ven- 
erable Old Judge is His Peculiar 
Actions in Court Are Construed 
Against Him. 


SAN BERNARDINO, April 23:—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) Joseph Asbury 
Johnson, special correspondent of the 
San Franeisco Call, was an tmportant 
witness today in the case of Judge 
Huse, who seeks liberty from the High- 
land asylum. He testified that he knew 
Judge Huse intimately before he was 
committed to the Napa asylum, and at 
one time the judgé came from the asy- 
lum and spent a month at his home in 
San Francisco, during which time he 
saw nothing to lead him to believe that 
the judge was insane. He said that this 
morning he had a long talk with Judge 
Huse, and if he could have closed his 
eyes he would have had no intimation 
either from the lucidity of his mind or 
his voice that the Judge Huse of 1896 
differed from the Judge Huse of 1876. 
He was satisfied by what Judge Huse 
told him that the judge still held large 
property interests in Santa Barbara, 
but. some of the details he did not feel 
at liberty to diselose. He believed the 
by ad to be as sane now as éver in his 

Talking to a reporter, Mr. Johnson 
said he had. known for a number of 
years that there was a lack of har- 
mony between Huse and his daughter, 
and he was not surprised:at-her letter, 
recently made public. 

The testimony of Mr. Johnson, how- 
ever, Was offset by the husband of 


Huse’s sister, who testified that when j 


he visited Huse in the asylum in Sep- 
tember, .1894, the judge untied the wit- 
ness’s hoes, tied a piece of ribbon in 
& button-hole in his coat and in other 
ways indicated marked peculiarities, 

Dr. C. C. Browning of the Highland 
asylum testified as to threats made by 
Judge Huse against the asylum authori- 
ties and expressed the opinion that 
Huse is insane. ; 

Dr. Wernigk of Los Angeles, sum- 
moned ds an insanity expert, gave it 
as his opinion that Judge Huse is in- 


sane. 

‘While the venerable judge shows an 
acute intellect in many lines of thought, 
there are not many people, judging him 
More by his actions than his words, 
‘who would proclaim him’ a sane man. 
Whether his insanity is of that de- 
greé which would make it dangerous 
for him to be at large is evidently an 
open. question. His bright intellect, 
while adding to the interest in the case, 
does not seem to be of the character to 
keep his actions in harmony with what 
the public expects from a sane man.

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


New Kind of Paving Material for 
Streets. 

SANTA BARBARA, April 22.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) Notwithstanding 
the fact that many tourists have gone 
and train-loads of Santa Barbara peo- 
ple are in Los Angeles returning last 
week’s compliment, there are still left 
enough to start the wheels of business, 
and many improvements and public en- 
terprises are being pushed as though 
making up for lost time. Probably the 
most attractive of all public enterprises 
now being prosecuted is the new street- 
paving process being applied on Haley 
street, as an experiment. Present 
operations are confined to one block 
in length, extending eastward from 
State street. 

The style of work differs from any 
that has yet been done, and the vir- 
tues claimed for it are durability and 
cheapness. The contractors have the 
only asphalt mixer invented that uses 
wet sand. Near by-is a rock-crusher, 
and between the two is an engine 
which uses oll for fuel. The water is 
pumped from the ground; the rocks and 
sand are brought from the beach, only 
a few rods away, and the asphaltum 
and oil are both local products. A com- 
pound of crude and refined asphaltum 
is spread one and one-half inches thick 
upon an earth foundation, and while 
the asphalt is yet hot, a coating of 
crushed rock is sp®ead over and rolled 
into it, the whole forming a road dress- 
ing not over two and one-half inches 
in thickness.

Been in Litigation—The Output 
of Oranges—Mra. Dr. Brown Com- 
mitted to Highland. 


RIVERSIDE, April 23.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) At last it looks as 
though Matthew Gage is in undisputed 
possession of his property, so long in 
litigation. It is reported that he is on 
his return from Washington with a 
United States patent to the land in his 
inside pocket. 
In the early days of Riverside Mr. 
Gage filed on a section of land under 
the Desert-land Act. It lies within a 
mile and a half of the business quar- 
ter,-and is one of the finest pieces of 
property in the valley. He at once set 
about developing water for it. A long 
and expensive tunnel was necessary to 
get the water on the land. This work 
required a greater time than was ex- 
pected, and at the time for proving up 
the water was not upon the land, 
though but a few days more were re- 
quired to get it there. Then certain 
parties jumped the land, and long liti- 
gation followed, the defendants being 
Messrs. Atwater, Richardson, Newman 
and Miller. The latter won in the lower 
courts, and the case was appealed, re- 
sulting eventually in a victory for Mr. 
Gage. The property, with water, is: 
valued at about $250,000. It is said that 
Mr. Gage will at once plant it out and 
make extensive improvements. 
ORANGE SHIPMENTS. 
The Enterprise thus speaks of the 
orange shipments for the season about 
ended: 

“The orange harvest for this season 

has about closed for this city, and the 
prices realized, taken as a whole, have 
been very satisfactory. The daily ship- 
ments now average about five cars, but 
this will not last long. The naval crop 
is all gone, and shipments are now con- 
fined to Mediterranean Sweets and St. 
Michaels, with a few Valencias. This 
season has been the earliest to begin 
and also to close ever known in the his- 
tory of orange-growing in Riverside. 
Shipments began in November, and the 
number of cars sent out in that month 
and the month of December was un- 
usual A 
_ During the past few weeks shippers 
have received good prices, which very 
materially increased the average price 
for the season. 

“First-class Riverside navels have 
been in big demand, and many carloads 
have sold as high as $2.75 per box, with 
some sales going above that figure. 

“Notwithstanding the frost of last 
January, which did so much damage all 
over Southern California, 611,112 boxes 
of oranges were shipped from here up 
to last night, which gives a total of 
1875 carloads of 300 boxes each. There 
probably remains enough fruit to ship 
to bring the total up to 2000 carloads. 
“The orange-crop prospects for the 
coming season are very bright, and if 
nothing happens there will be a very 
large increase in next year’s shipments, 
A large acreage of young groves will 
come into bearing this year, a majority 
of which are navels, and these will 
largely augment the product of the 
older groves.”’
